MOTOCROSS BUMMERS 


What is the thing I do that I 
enjoy the most? I don’t have to ex- 
plain that. But the second most 
pleasurable thing is racing. 

Racing fills a need to have a 
harmonious progression of 
thoughts, to be able to sense an 
expression of perfection, to get 
close to being a total being. I mean 
that feeling you get when there is a 
complete effort of mind and body, 
working toward the perfection of a 
skill. The perfect outlet for this 
need is motocross. The sport is a 
combination of mind and body ex- 
ercises which can provide an in- 
credible feeling of serenity. 

Couple that with the thrill of a 
four-second flight off a 40-foot 
dropaway. Or the side-by-side 
drag racing out of a corner, down 
the straight and into the next, both 
of you pushing yourselves to the 
limit, each of you looking for the 
opportunity to stuff a wheel in 
front, and all the while, you’ve got 
your eye on the guy you’re about to 
lap. 

That’s motocross. Total concen- 
tration. Pushing yourself a little 
deeper into each corner. Searching 
for more acceleration. This really 
gets it! 

But like anything that’s fun, 
there are hassles. 

I’m sure that there isn’t one of us 
who wouldn’t give most anything 
to get a ride in a Formula 1 car. 
The main hassle there is that un- 
less you're pretty well off, you'll 
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have to give up everything else to 
be able to afford it. It is, unfortu- 
nately, even more difficult to get a 
ride on a blimp. 

Back to motocross now . . . while 
it's not the most expensive sport in 
the world, it certainly isn't cheap. 
Still, most of us are able to com- 
pete in motocross every weekend 
if we like. The money spent 
doesn't compare to the amount of 
enjoyment to be had. 

Now comes the beef ... the 
short length of the motos, and the 
amount of time wasted in between. 
After prepping and planning all 
week for the race, you like to ride 
for more than three seven-lap 
motos, right? 

If you were lucky, you got eight 
or so laps of practice. But with 
some clubs, arriving even a little 
while after the gates open means 
you only get three or four laps in. 

The small amount of time spent 
doing the second most enjoyable 
thing is bad enough. Add the

sometimes incredible amount of 
time spent waiting for your next 
moto to come up, and you have 
turned an otherwise very pleasant 
activity into a very tiring, long, 
drawn-out day. 

You wait for the minis, the pow- 
der puffers, the under-ten begin- 
ners, the over-ten beginners, the 
125 novices with trials tires, the 
250 beginners on street-legal 
bikes. Etcetera. They all roll 
around the track. I’m sure all this 
has turned more than some moto- 
crossers into desert freaks. At least 
there they get in an hour of com- 
petition. 

Sure these long intermissions 
provide an excellent opportunity 
to fix or replace anything mechani- 
cal, but there’s usually enough 
time to rebuild the entire bike! 

Wouldn’t it be better to run the 
motos closer together, while 
you're still jazzed and your mus- 
cles are warm from the last race? 

The only clubs I know about 
around here that run decent pro- 
grams are the Saddleback Associa- 
tion of Motorcyclists and the Rolf 
Tibblin MX Club at Carlsbad. 
Rolf, because he maintains control. 
The S.A.M., because they run two 
40-minute expert/intermediate 
motos. I’m hooked on them be- 
cause I get a good workout and I'm 
home by 1:30 — as in p.m. 

That extra ten or 15 minutes of 
racing is when your muscles start 
to strain. You have to push your- 
self. It’s the best way to learn how 
to go faster and build the muscles 
you need. It’s like weight lifting; 
the first 50 presses aren’t as good 
as the last 20, when you're really 
straining. 

The extra time also teaches you 
how to relax when still trying hard. 
If you can't relax, you won't go the 
distance at full speed. 

I'm tired of being burned out 
from waiting around all day. Liter- 
ally, all day. How much energy do 
you have left? How much good 
does it do you to ride five laps on a 
thoroughly thrashed track, when 
you're drained, when the lighting 
is bad, and all your enthusiasm is 
gone? 

It seems that race promoters 
ought to be able to run two 
30-minute motos for the juniors 
and two 40-minute motos for the 
experts and intermediates. Just the 
time saved in clearing the track

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SHOCK THERAPY 

I own a CR 250 Honda, and 
would like to know a few things 
about suspension modifications. 
How far on the swingarm and how 
far on the top part of the frame 
should the shock brackets be 
mounted? Where should frame 
gussets be placed? In other words, 
explain the frame modifications 
needed to install forward mounted 
suspension. If possible, include 
some diagrams. Also, do you know 
anything about the Koni shocks for 
the Elsinore 250? Is it just an ordi- 
nary Koni with a longer rod or is it 
a really good, brand-new shock? 
Could you name an oil that could 
hold up in stock Honda shocks? 
Also, how do you vent the Honda 
forks? This is my first letter to any 
magazine, so that’s why I have a 
lot of questions.

We should set a few things 
straight about the mystery in- 
volved with forward mounted 
shocks. This has been quite a rage 
here recently. The purpose of for- 
ward mounted shocks, or the value 
in them, is due to the fact that 
most shock absorbers (to my 
knowledge, there is only one ex- 
ception, the Bilstein gas-filled 
shock) are 100-percent hydraulic. 
Hydraulic oil, like any fluid, can 
only move so fast through a small 
hole, such as the dampening hole 
in the shock absorber piston. If 
you attempt to move it faster than 
that, it only offers additional re- 
sistance, but no more fluid flows 
through it. In other words, it hy- 
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draulically locks. This limits the 
shock response on most standard 
motorcycles with stock shocks to 
around 40 mph, to still have satis- 


factory slow-speed dampening. 


Many of the faster motocrosses 
require going over rough wash- 
board surfaces approaching 
speeds of 60 mph. The shock ab- 
sorbers start to hydraulicaily lock 
and you do not get full suspension 
travel. You will get some, but not 
all. So there re a couple of ways in 
which you can get the wheel to 
stay in contact with the ground a 
greater percentage of the time, 
and also have the ability to utilize 
most of the suspension most of the 
time. One way is to produce a high 
response shock absorber mounted 
in a conventional position (right 
near the rear axle) and give it a 
response rate great enough for 
high-speed impacts. In other 
words, a basic non-hydraulic 
shock absorber. (Gas-filled is one 
way, a mechanical or friction 
shock absorber is another.) The 
other way one can also minimize 
this hydraulic locking problem 
(i.e., conventional shock absor- 
bers, Koni, Girling, etc.) is by mov- 
ing the shocks forward from the 
axle (towards the engine). For in- 
stance, if you move the shock ab- 
sorber forward one-third of the 
distance between the swingarm 
pivot and rear axle mount, then 
your shock absorber will only 
move two-thirds as fast and two- 
thirds as far. You also gain some 
additional travel. The additional 
travel, I might add, may not be a 
good idea if the travel in the front

rear suspension travel. You may 
then run into a handling problem. 
Now, if you elect to move the 
shocks forward, let’s say, six in- 
ches оп an 18-inch swingarm, then 
you must increase the shock 
spring rate by approximately one- 
third, and you will need a shock 
absorber with more dampening 
power to it — because the wheel 
now has one-third more leverage — 
to push the shock, even though it 
is resisting the rapid impact. This 
forcing, or additional leverage on 
the hydraulic fluid in the shock 
absorber, tends to generate more 
heat. Shock absorbers that are 
conventionally mounted already 
got pretty hot, but when they were 
forward mounted, some shock ab- 
sorbers met their death. So outfits 
such as Poppy built large reser- 
voirs of oil with fins, etc., to keep 
them cool and try to dissipate the 
heat buildup. Forward mounting 
of the shocks creates a lot more 
strain on the swingarm, the bush- 
ings and the frame. These compo- 
nents need to be reinforced. The 
way you know how much to rein- 
force them is by a rib along the 
bottom of it, a small one to start 
with. Test it under maximum con-

Have you kept your motor 
mounts tight? If you answered yes, 
then skip to the next set of as- 
terisks. For those of you left: for 
shame. Now then, go out and look 
at your bike. Look at the motor 
mounts. Loose bolts mean engine 
cases have been gouged out. This 
is bad. 

"How do I fix it?" I guess you 
could tighten the mounts up. This 
will force the tabs to bend inward, 
creating stress. Snap, goes the 
frame. This ain't the hot set-up.You 
should pull the engine, split the 
cases, have them heliarced and 
then ground back down to the cor- 
rect size. Then redrill the hole for 
the bolt. This should keep your 
frame and steering head from 
cracking quite so easily. 

If you're really in a bind it is 
possible to lay wet rags over the 
cases and weld them while the en- 
gine cases are together. Don't

ditions, and if it bends, then 
straighten it out, and weld on 
another slightly larger rib. You 
can, with suitable testing equip- 
ment, measure the amount of de- 
flection that the stock component 
has. Then move the load up the one- 
third distance and measure the de- 
flection again, and add strengthen- 
ers until you get the same amount. 
That’s the proper scientific ap- 
proach; unfortunately, very few of 
us have that type of equipment 
available. So it boils down to a cut 
and try situation. No matter that 
you do to your motorcycle, it must 
feel better to you. You are the 
rider; you have to ride it. If you 
take Joel Robert and put him on 
Ake Jonsson’s bike, he may not like 
it. If you take Pierre Karsmakers 
and put him on Roger DeCoster's 
machine, he may not like the 
motorcycle, or be able to go full 
speed on it; yet, each of those in- 
dividuals have set their motorcy- 
cle up to the best of their own lik- 
ings. There is simply no hard and 
fast rule on machine set-ups. 
There are some general guidelines 
that one can give that will proba- 
bly help most of the people most of 
the time. That's all I am trying to 
do. But you must understand the 
basic fundamental process of how 
your suspension works and what 
you will do when you effect a 
change to it. The stock CR 125 
Honda that Dick and I ran in Baja

worked very well and had good 
high-speed response. On a last- 
second idea, we decided to change 
to a Redline forward mounted 
shock swinging arm and a pair of 
Poppy shocks. It really looked 
trick and it worked OK. I do not 
think it worked any better than 
the stock suspension, however; 
whether it will last longer we 
don't know because we have not 
tested it enough at this time to tell. 
Now, back to the problem of shock 
absorbers. The forward mounted 
shocks, cooling modifications, a 
number of these types of things 
have all been developed to offset 
the basic deficiency in all hy- 
draulic shock absorbers; one that 
would offer a considerable 
amount of free float, or low damp- 
ening, to minimize hydraulic 
lock-up when going over wash- 
boards at high speeds and yet 
offer satisfactory dampening over 
the large jumps, ditches and 
ledges. This way you got good re- 
sponse with conventional shock 
absorber mounting. Bilstein has 
recently come out with some gas- 
filled shock absorbers. Gas-filled 
shock absorbers work better be- 
cause the gas compresses on an in- 
stant impact situation where an 
all hydraulic dampeners for the 
slower impact dampening. Result 
- much smoother ride — slow or 
fast. Bilstein has been very popu- 
lar in the automotive area for off- 
road racing over the last few years 
and has just recently gotten in- 
volved with motorcycles. Their 
shock absorber mounted in the 
conventional fashion will offer 
improved response over the high- 
speed washboard and whoop-de- 
doo-type riding, without having to 
move the shocks to a forward 
mounted position. It's like John 
Penton's new machines with the 
multiple-position shock absorbers. 
Each rider may like a particular 
position better than another. But 
he felt that this was a necessity 
until shocks with higher response 
rates are available. It is kind of a 
tune-it-to-your-likes type of ap- 
proach. I think you will experience 
improvement in the handling on 
your CR 250 if you are to use a 
conventional absorber such as 
Koni, Girling, etc. But you must 
add the additional cooling 
required for the extra load and 
stress you are putting on the 
shock. That's when you require 
something like the Poppy shock 
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body. ГЇЇ give you some exact di- 
mensions which I think will work 
for me: At about 25 to 30 percent 
of the distance from the rear axle 
to the swinging arm pivot, use 
90-100-pound springs. I'd also use 
the Konis with Poppy housings. 
Before this, I would try the Bil- 
stein gas-filled shocks or some 
Curnutts. I personally like Cur- 
nutts for many types of race 
courses. They might give a little 
more bounce and springiness on 
some race courses, but in any 
event, it is no more “spongy” 


handling than forward mounted 
shocks, and a lot easier on the 
frame. 


I’ve got a few questions about 
air. You see, Гуе got a very used 
pair of Konis I want to rebuild and 
I'm wondering if it is necessary to 
bleed the trapped air out after re- 
building the shocks. If you do, 
how? While on the subject of trap- 
ped air, what's the story on venting 
your fork caps?

The procedure for rebuilding 
shocks is about the same for any of 
the rear shocks that are rebuilda- 
ble. When the shock piston is back 
in the housing stick it in a can full 
of shock oil. Pump the shock up 
and down to get all the air out of 
the shock. Screw the top housing 
seal carrier down to about two 
turns loose. Then take the shock 
and carefully submerge it into a 
pot of 200-degree water. Suspend 
it in the vertical position to 
minimize the chance of water get- 
ting in. As the shock heats up, the 
excess oil will expand out of the 
shock. Make sure the shock ab- 
sorber is compressed completely 
when you heat it. After the shock 
absorber is up to at least 
200-degree temperature, remove it 


from the hot water and tighten the

snug. Let it cool in the compressed 
position. When it is cooled and you 
extend the shock out it will have 
basically oil vapor in there under 
high vacuum. You will get the 
most uniform shock absorbing ac- 
tion that way. If you tighten the 
seal in its extended position and 
then compress it, it will probably 
blow the seal out and you will 
have to start all over. 

Most front forks have a ball 
check and spring in the top to vent 
the excess pressure buildup as the 


forks get hot and are compressed. 


You must check to see that the 
balls can move away from their 
seat easily and are properly lap- 
ped in. If your forks do not have a 
vent tube in the top with ball and 
check valve, you can drill them for 
a small type to come out the top, 
put a hose on and route the other 
end down through the head crown 
stem so that any oil vapor will go 
overboard. A lot of people who 
complain about excess leakage 
around their fork seals simply 
have too much pressure in there. 
Checking to see that the balls are 
not stuck in their seat should be a 


frequent maintenance item — like 


no more than every three months.

What’s faster out of the hole than 
an Elsinore? Pulls wheelies like a 
Sherpa Т? And bounces like a jack- 
rabbit that’s just chewed his way 
clear through two acres of illegal 
vegetation? 

The Super Combat, that’s what. 

Faster than an Elsinore? Aw, 
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come on, you guys. 

It is. We tried it. 

Put it on the line with the rest of 
the 125 class and as long as the S. 
Combat can keep its rear wheel on 
the ground, it will be there a cou- 
ple of feet in front. 

We ran it off across any 125s that 


happened by, and our test rider got 
15 feet in front every time. Of 
course, he’s good. But then, so 
were some of the other guys. 

That 15 feet at the end of the 
start chute is enough to make all 
the difference in the world during 
the first lap. 


DIRT BIKE 


Its all done with that same 
skinny engine you're used to see- 
ing. Only this time, Hodaka has 
equipped it with a reed valve, a 
32mm Mikuni, an iron liner in an 
aluminum alloy cylinder, and one 
of those no-flywheel CDI igni- 
tions. 

'The total is an edge in the first 
corner. 

But if a fourth- or fifth-gear 
straight exists anywhere on the 
course, the rest of the pack will eat 
up your edge during the first lap. 
The next lap, you're gonna be 
down a slot or two. There are a lot 
of bikes in the class that have it 
over the S. Combat on top. 

And if the course is rough, 
they're going to blow you off so 
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bad that you'll think you got on an 
Ace 90 by mistake. 

The problem is the suspension. 

Out of the box, both ends were 

. well, lets say that you could 
expect a lot more than you got. So 
you'd probably walk up to the 
forks to check them out a little; tap 
'em, and find out that the sliders 
are still steel. 

Hey, that's the problem with the 


front end. 


Nope. The steel units are only a 
little heavier than the modern 
aluminum ones. And when we had 
Moly Blue medium in the tubes, 
they worked fine. We even tried a 
front wheel landing and couldn't 
fault them. (OK, we know that all 
the pros do deliberate front end 


touchdowns, but it still scares us; 
we'll admit it.) 

But the other end. Whew. Yes, 
the Kyaba shocks make the rear 
hop up and down, maybe not ex- 
actly like a stoned jackrabbit, but 
the analogy is close enough. Ever 
seen a jackrabbit make it in a 
straight line? You got the picture. 

Hodaka's shocks used to have 
only rebound damping. It was 
cheaper and perfectly adequate for 
the light Rats апа Aces. It even 
turns out that Hodaka was on the 
right track; lately the hot setup in 
shocks has been super-light 
down-damping and good up- 
damping. 

But in the case of the stock S. 
Combat equipment, it feels like 
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no damping down or up. Defi- 
nitely springy. 

Too bad, because otherwise the 
Hodaka does handle. In the 
characteristic short-wheelbased 
Hodaka style, of course, but on 
mini-straight, multi-turn tracks, 
that's hot. You just jump from 
corner to corner, letting the pedals 
flutter and the engine torque you 
out and away. 

It'll slide, too. At least, a well set 
up one will. Our test machinery 
would, but it wasn't fun. The local 
tracks are a bit rough in spots here, 
and all the spots are in the corners. 
You got it hung out, and then vou'd 
hit something and the rear would 
go away. 

It gets back to the shock prob- 
lem, because when there's no 
compression-damping, the spring 
rate becomes doubly important to 


good handling. Of course, we 
strongly suspect that there are only 
a half-dozen bikes in the world 
that still have the stock shocks on 
them. Which would remove the 
source of all this sniveling. 

On to the nit-picking: 


BITS AND PIECES 


Like one-way shock dampening, 
like the steel fork sliders, Hodaka 
is going their own way with the air 
box. While everyone else has gone 
to great lengths to seal their air 
boxes, the S. Combat only has two 
number plates bolted over the 
holes. It leaves plenty of space for 
air passage, and while we never 
got the chance to run through a 
deep waterhole during our two test 
sessions, nothing the water truck 
left behind got down in there. 
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Electric black box hidden away. 


The fancy tank on the new 
model is the old chrome tank 
painted orange. Wear your cup. 

Grease fittings stick out all over 


the bike. That’s good thinking. If 


you own the bike, use them. That's 
also good thinking. 

Footpegs sagged. 

A faney centerstand comes with 
the bike. 

Remember the occasional prob- 
lem of Hodakas starving for fuel? 
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No more. The petcocks for this one 
are bigger. 

Control layout was good. No one 
complained about the pegs, bars, 
levers or pedals. 

They did complain about the 
swingarm bolt on the model that 
came out of the second production 
run. Check out the detail photos 
for the ankle-bruiser. 

The S. Combat started easy. But 
folding the kickstarter back into its

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neat. Having good brakes — and it 
does — is even better. 

The tires were good when new. 
We never got them worn enough to 
see how they'd be later. 

Two Super Combats were in- 
volved in this test. One of them 
had a loose swingarm and later had 
the clutch come apart. When you 
get yours, check the fasteners in 
both cases. 

Plastic rollers keep the chain 
from going where chains shouldn’t 
go. 

A Daido chain comes stock. 
Nowadays people advertise any

COURSE OF THE MONTH 


BURNT HICKORY 


Story by RICHARD S.R. JOHNSON Photos by JIM RUSSELL 


Waiting for Sunday to come 
around so you can get your scooter 
together and head for the track is 
a common pastime in the South, 
where the days are longer and hot- 
ter during the summer, and the 
nights are blissful periods of cool 
relaxation. And getting ready to go 
to the track becomes à big thing 
when the track you're headed for is 
Burnt Hickory Motocross, just out- 
side of Dallas, Georgia. 

Burnt Hickory has been deemed 
the best all-around course in this 
part of the country, with riders 
showing up from Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida, Tennessee and 
Mississippi to compete. A purse of 
$1000 usually does draw large 
crowds of people, but dollars 
aside, the track is so good that 
large crowds show up even when 
trophies are the prizes for the day. 

At Burnt Hickory you first note 
that no expense was spared in the 
building of the track and surround- 
ing facilities, the best in Georgia! 
The pits are more than ample, and 
give easy access to the track. The 
track itself is the most "natural ter- ` 
rain" course ever encountered by 
most Southern riders, and offers a 
wide variety of surfaces. A built-in 
sprinkler system insures that just 
the right texture will be reached in 
the dirt, sawdust, grass, and of 
course that ever-present “good ole 
red clay" for which Georgia is so 
famous. Red clay is an entity all to 
itself; when it's dry, it powders up 
into a. fine, throat-drying, 
carburetor-clogging powder, but 
when it gets excessively wet, it's 
more slippery and unpredictable 
than a submerged water moccasin. 
The track promoters run the course 
in opposite directions with each 
new day of racing, so that one 
Sunday you go clockwise and the 
next you go counterclockwise. The 
course itself is tricky, challenging, 
and difficult to navigate for the in- 
experienced rider. S-curves lead 
into dippity-dos, creek: crossings : Drew Cobb stirring up some of the soft parts of Georgia.

But Monty Hodges does ії his own мау. 
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follow steep uphill or downhill 
drops and jumps lead into sharp 
downhill left or right-hand turns. 
But the most unusual and surpris- 
ing thing about Burnt Hickory is 
the fact that it is the only known 
track in Georgia to have a starting 
gate designed and constructed for 
the track itself. The gate is the new 
Couch-Fairstart gate. 

The second thing to draw your 
attention will be that the best rid- 
ers in the South turn up at Burnt 
Hickory, and any race here is 
bound to be both competitive and 
enjoyable. Names like Rick 
Brown, from Tennessee, riding a 
factory prototype Kawasaki 450, 
Bryan Kenney, ex-captain of the 
U.S. European motocross team, 
riding a Maico, Don Young, 1973 
High Point winner in Georgia 
Open motocross competition, on à 
450 Kawasaki, Marty Zappa, the 
young Georgia motocross ace, and 
Brad Wallace, Zappa's hardest rid- 
ing competitor, both on Maicos, 
are all common at each Burnt Hick- 
ory event.

DIRT BIKE SHOOTOUT 


We first saw it as we pulled into 
the pits at a local motocross track. 
A long line of excited and impa- 
tient riders and spectators had 
formed to subject the thing to a re- 
ally close examination. We waited 
until the crowd thinned out and 


then wandered over to have a look 
for ourselves. Wow! Modern tech- 
nology and design features have 


finally been applied to a device of 


vital importance to all racing 
motorcvclists and race fans. 
Our immediate reaction was to 


arrange for an exclusive test of this 
exciting new unit. After giving the 
idea a little thought, we decided 
that it was much more logical to 
conduct a comparison test. After 
all, the old standard unit has stood 
the test of time and it has certain

Modern Plastic vs. Good Wood 
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features that all users have found 
invaluable. Yes, a comparison test 
seemed to be the only fair way to 
evaluate the new unit. 

From a distance the resem- 
blance between the two units is 
quite pronounced; however, as 
you draw closer, it becomes quite 
obvious that the newcomer is con- 
siderably the smaller of the two. 
Whoever is responsible for the 
dimensions of the original unit 
conceived a brilliant and classic 
design. However, within parame- 
ters, a great deal of latitude can be 


applied to the design of this sort of 


thing. There’s absolutely nothing 
wrong with reducing the overall 


dimensions, but, it’s important for 


the designers to remember that as 
internal capacity is reduced, 
facilities for breathing must be in- 
creased. Adequate ventilation, par- 


ticularly on hot, humid days, is of 


vital importance. 

Traditionally, the older unit 
comes with a front step as standard 
equipment. This gives the device a 
long base. And the step is not even 
available as an option on the new 
unit; it rests on a considerably 
smaller base. This small base cou- 


pled with the overall lightness of 


the unit can cause some problems 
for the user. In strong winds the 
plastic side panels tend to vibrate. 
When really heavy, gusting winds 
hit the unit it will actually rock 
slightly. Needless to say, both the 
vibration and the rocking motion 
seriously distract the user. 

One of the advantages of the 
plastic side panels on the new 
unit, other than lightness, is the 
fact that they are translucent. On a 
gray, overcast day, the interior of 
the new unit is much more pleas- 
ant than that of the old standard. 
Conversely, on a really cold race 
morning the interior of the older 
unit is more comfortable. Every- 
thing in design is something of a 
compromise. While the plywood 
construction is admittedly heavier, 
it does offer a high degree of insu- 
lation; a feature that will be ap- 
preciated by any user on a really 
chilly morning. 

Two flaws, one which we con- 
sider major, the other minor, are 
readily apparent on the new unit. 
First, the serious design error: 
Through either sheer ignorance or 
pure disregard of the needs of the 
user, the designers of the new unit 
have failed to install a roll holder.

The unit which we tested was 
equipped with two rolls, but they 
were simply placed on a shelf 
within the cubicle. A designer un- 
familiar with the needs of racers 
and race fans might think that this 
arrangement was acceptable. 
However, those of us who have 
been attending race meets for any 
length of time know that many rac- 
ers, with no concern for their fel- 
low competitors, rip off these all- 
important rolls and use them for 
things like cleaning goggles and 
wiping off number plates. 

The other, minor, flaw which we 
noted during our evaluation of the 
new unit was the hasp and shackle 
mounted on the outside of the 
door. We can certainly understand 
the fact that any occupant might 
want to secure the door from the 
inside, but putting a locking de- 
vice on the outside is a real invita- 
tion to trouble; there is a certain

type of person who frequents the 
pits who would take great pleasure 
in locking some unfortunate soul 
inside. 

Both units handle in much the 
same manner. Tradition is fol- 
lowed in that both doors hinge on 
the left. Internally, both wall- 
mounted receptacles also mount to 
the left. We're frankly curious 
about this standard traditional 
concept..... perhaps mounting 
the aforementioned receptacle on 
the right might give the unit better 
balance. It's something worth 
thinking about. Maybe we will ob- 
tain one of these units and in a fu- 
ture issue, explore the possibilities 
of tricking соц... things like a 
more comfortable seat for enduro 
riders, a quick-release roll holder 
for motocrossers and better 
breathing for Six Days competitors. 

One other thing — of no great 
importance — that offended us 


about the new unit was the phony 
facade that graces its front. The 
rustic exterior seems to us to be 
nothing more than a copycat bow 
to tradition ... a very obvious sop 
aimed at the user who might be 
put off by some serious design in- 
novations. We really wish that the 
manufacturers had allowed the 
new unit to stand on its own 
merits. 

As frequently happens with 
comparisons of this sort, we can 
make no really firm decision in 
favor of one or the other. The 
older, traditional unit will appeal 
to some race fans, while others will 
be attracted to the new, light- 
weight unit. Of course there’s al- 
ways the situation that will occur 
when the enthusiast, racer or fan, 


will be forced to make use of one 


of these devices. When this time 
arrives, the user will probably opt 


for the unit that is most available. @

A Vitech Rotary Bike Chain 
Cleaner isa 115-volt motor encased 
in a metal box. A group of gears in- 
side reduce the speed of the final 
drive shaft to 20 rpm. The 
V.R.B.C.C. can be mounted almost 
anywhere that you can drive: a 
screw or sink a nail. Rick mounted 
his on the outside of the G.Y.D.B. 
Garage, because he actually be- 


lieves that it will help drive away 
evil spirits.

TRICK TELESGOS 


by CHET HEYBERGER 


Fixing and Fine Tuning 


Starting with the Betors: First, buy the 
rebuild kit and do whatever you have to do 
to get the shocks off the bike. Take them 
to your nearest friend with a vise. Set the 
spring preload to soft and stick a 17mm 
wrench in there. Wind off the top mount. 
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In the interest of economy and 
ecology, we'll show you how to re- 
store dampers like that to prime 
condition. Economy, because you 
don't want to buy new shocks. And 
ecology 'cause you don't want to 
weep expensive shock oil all over 
the landscape, do you? 

And to help vou go faster easier, 
we'll show you how to change the 
damping in your old Betors or your 
fancy new Telescos. 


If you figure that it took some 
fantastic sideways wipeout to de- 
stroy those shocks in the photos 
that lead off this article, think 
again. All it took was a couple of 
miles of riding with blown seals. 


Don't take it all the way off at once or the 
spring will force you to strip the last few 
threads on the rod. Instead, stick your 
wrench under the nut and hold the spring 
down like this. Remove the top shock 
mount now. Slip off the spring and its 
retaining cap. Take that nut off the 
damper rod; use the right size wrenches 
on both the rod and the nut. No cheap 
tools or you'll mess up the top of the rod. 
That means you'll bugger every seal you 
try to slide down it. 
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That’s the shock body сар. It holds everything else їп. 
You canremove it with the Betor shock tool 

shown (Bultaco will sell you one if you insist), or with a pair of 
vise grips or channel lock pliers. Anyway, do it. 


Pry the O-ring out of the shock body and 
slide the seal up off the rod. No need to be 
careful; this one is screwed anyway. Be 
careful with the finger washer under it, 
though; there isn’t an extra one in your 
rebuild kit. Then take out the spring. 
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These are the parts you'll have (from the left): the brass retaining 


nut, a spring, a beveled washer, one or two flat washers, 


a washer with one or more notches in it, the piston, and two more flat washers. 
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Pull the damper rod out of the shock body 
and mount it upside down in the vise. 
What you're looking at is where all the 
valves and things live that control your 
damping. Remove the nut and 
disassemble it if you want to change the 
Betor's damping. 


It's the notched washer that controls the 
damping. The ones shown here are for the 
Matador SD, the Pursang and the old-style 
Sherpa S. They had very stiff shocks. The 
local Bultaco riders here use four 
notches. You can nick the washer with a 
high-speed grinder or carve your notches 
in with a jeweler's file.

Scotch tape 
the threads on the rod and lubricate the 
seal before you try to slide it on. 


Almost finished. Just screw the body cap 
back on the shock and then work the rod 
up and down. If you hear hissing, there 
isn’t enough oil in the body. If the travel is 
hampered, there’s too much. Experiment. 
Take your time. Remember, even 10cc too 
much oil will blow the seals, and riding on 
a blown seal will bend the shock. 


You’re ready to put the springs back on 
now, but you should consider replacing 
the Betor springs while you're doing this 
suspension tune. They sack easily. If you 
do, 60-pound S&Ws (Webco; #2196) 
should be in the ballpark for 150 to 165 
pounds of body weight. 


Once you've finished putting everything 
together and have your new trick units 
installed, you'll find you have smoother 
damping with very light down-damping, 
duplicating a good set of Girlings — 
except these wouldn't bend. 
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For everyone out there who has a new Bul, or a Montesa, we took apart some 
Telescos. Most of the procedure is the same: Just set the shock on minimum 
preload, pop down the rubber cushion and use a big wrench to unscrew the top 
shock mount to take off the spring. 


Use channel locks to undo the shock body 
cap. Remove the Telesco O-ring. 
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If that aligning sleeve doesn't come off, don't worry about it. You don't have to 
remove it unless you bent the shaft. In which case, you still don't have to worry. 
Clamp the threaded end any way you can and remove the piston; a deep 12mm 
six-point socket will do the job best. Then slide the sleeve off the end.

The Telesco kits come with bushings and everything else you need. Bultaco sells them too; about $10. 


When reassembling with your new seal 
in, put 70cc of LT100 in the body and then 
slide the damper rod and sleeve in with 
the rod down. Putin the new O-ring. Draw 
the rod up as you tighten down the body 
cap and the oil will run into the bottom of 
the shock. 


Tighten the body cap nut slowly to a 
half-turn from tight and this will seat the 
O-ring. Now put the top mount on the rod 
and use it to move the rod up and down — 
slowly — to bleed any excess oil out. Be 
careful not to push the rod down so far as 
to hit the seal with the top threads. 


If the rod won’t go all the way down, you 
have to loosen the body cap and bleed the 
shock some more. Finally, tighten 

the body cap all the way while the rod is 
down; then pull the rod up and no air 
should get inside. If you really want to get 
scientific about this business of adding oil

BLIND INSTINCT

Let Me Make One Thing Perfectly Clear 


It’s the start of the Rusty Chicken 
100 and you're sitting there, two 
minutes to key time. You're waiting 
patiently. The number ahead goes 
off. Fine, now it’s vour turn. As the 
guys next to vou start their engines, 
vou don't. You're too busy fiddlin’ 
with your goggles; they're hung up 
on your duckbill. Dammit, 87E is 


bumping vou with the front end of 


his Matador because it's his turn on 
the line and you've got vour left 
lens hooked over vour right nostril. 
Finally, vou get away. Down a cou- 
ple of points, but at least vour gog- 
gles didn't fog up while vou sat on 
the line. 

Things go well for a while. Every 
time you see a branch full of dew- 
covered leaves, and every time vou 
follow someone through a puddle, 
vou duck vour head and catch the 
spray on the visor. Excellent, 27 
miles out, past two checks, and vou 
can still see. Not bad at all. 

Then it happens. The duck up 
front on that snotty hill loops his 


Bighorn, wipes out the three num- 
bers behind him, knocks down six 
pine trees and starts a landslide. 
You see itin time, spring off the left 
side of your bike, punch low gear 
with vour right foot, slip the clutch 
and continue uphill. You make it 
around everyone. You've hardly 
lost time. You're at the top of the 
hill. 

And vou can't see anything! Be- 
cause vour goggles are completely 
covered in the eternal mist. Sure, 
vou can slip them off and hope 
every branch from now on lands on 
vour face when you're blinking, but 
wouldn't it be neater if vour gog- 
gles just didn't fog? 

It's possible, vou know. 

Down through the ages, ever 
since man climbed down out ofthe 
trees and invented berms and 
checkpoints, keeping goggles from 
fogging has been a source of optical 
engineering and myopic home 
remedies. Hey, rub a potato on your 
face. Have you tried bio- 


degradable soap? It's mostly pure. 
Try breathing through this tube. 

Most of the advice doesn't work. 

The office here was full of 
strange ways to keep goggles de- 
fogged; everyone seemed to have 
his own pet theory about the flat- 
ness of the earth and the clarity of 
lenses. I used to spray mine with 
Dow Bathroom Cleaner. (Seri- 
ously, I noticed that the bathroom 
mirror never fogged during show- 
ers, and Dow was what the woofie 
used — to polish her trophies, too.) 
George always used Windex — 
positively swore by it, but then 
what can a CZ rider know about 
science; and Rick would just spit on 
everything. His goggles still fog- 
ged, but nobody got close on the 
starting lines. 

Working in the dark like that 
doesn’t instill confidence, and a 
mini-shootout of defoggers was the 
only answer. We bought or 
scrounged one of every kind we 
could think of, including the 
supermarket products and stuff we 
found in drugstores. Then we took 
them all to the track, squirted, 
spraved or wiped them on various 
eyewear and rode around a lot. We 
kept track of how long the defog- 
gers worked, and herewith, we pre- 
sent the competitors and our re- 
marks on them. 

We thought this was a neat 
shootout since all the products 
made specificallv for goggles 
worked. The failures were things 
on the market for ordinary wearers 
of glasses, not racers, and the stuff 
we included trving to find a cheap 
way out. With our four winners 
(Bell Fog Free, Clear View, ILC 
Vari-Clear and the Scott cloth), vou 
can't go wrong. But we'd suggest 
that vou seriously trv to get the 
Clear View stick. Since it's nota li- 
quid or a spray, you can just stuff it 
in your gear bag and not worry 
about making a mess of things. 
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No pictures of the losers, just the winners; 


this is the Scott cloth. 
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ILC makes Vari-Clear and a bunch of 
aerospace products for the astronauts. 
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SIGHT SAVERS 
($.79 for an ounce of liquid; get in drug- 
stores.) 
Bummer. Despite what the label claimed, 
heavy dew set in within five minutes. 


CLEAR VIEW 
($1.50 for a stick of some mysterious sub- 
stance; get it from your shop or from Fred- 
mark Distributing Co., 1006 W. Hillcrest 
Blvd., Inglewood, California 90301.) 


This one's strange. You pop the top off the 
plastic tube and take out the stick of 
greasy stuff and write on your lenses with 
it. Then you rub and rub and rub, until it 
comes off. Presto. Nothing but fog. Then 
the mist goes away and stays away. Seri- 
ously, that pair of goggles didn't fog the 
rest of that day, so we haven't any idea how 
long it lasts. Long enough. anyway. 


ILC VARI-CLEAR 
($1.95 for a six-ounce spray сап; from ILC 
Industries, Inc., 350 Pear St., Dover, 
Delaware 19901.) 


This spray was another winner. Once we 
cleaned off a set of goggles with it, they 
stayed fog-free for the entire day. Can't say 
how long it'll last; longer than we cared to 
keep testing. 


WINDEX 

($.58 for a 15-ounce spray can; from the 
grocery store.) 

We included Windex because George 
uses it and because it's incredibly cheap 
compared to the other products. However, 
the stuff made one staffer's eyes smart. it 
seemed to attract dust and it was fog-free 
for only an hour or so. Not worth it, we de- 
cided. 


The Clear View seems most economical; 
one application barely dents the stick. 


All the products were tested by following 
the directions completely, working up a 
sweat by riding, and then standing still to 
see if the goggles would fog. 


MORRIS SPEC-SPRAY 
($1.00 for one half-ounce spray; available 
in drugstores.) 
We followed the directions for application, 
then went and sweated a lot. Sure enough, 
the goggles and glasses didn't fog — for 
about 45 minutes by the clock. 


DOW BATHROOM CLEANER 
($.90 for a 20-ounce spray can; from your 
local supermarket.) 

Works, but only for about 45 minutes. 
Works much longer on bathroom mirrors. 


AJAX WINDOW CLEANER 
& DEFOGGER 
(Only $.53 for 20 ounces of liquid; at the 
market.) 
Works. but not long enough, and this was 
another one that made the testers’ eyes 
hurt. 


BELL FOG FREE 
($2.50 for eight ounces of liquid; available 
at bike shops or from Bell, 2850 East 29th 
St., Long Beach, California 90806.) 


The Bell fluid worked, keeping the gog- 
gles fog-free for the entire day of riding. 
be-essin', fixing and more riding. Bell told 
us that another application would proba- 
bly be needed the next day. 


SCOTT GOGGLE NO FOG CLOTH 
($1.00fora cloth ina resealable envelope; 
from your friendly local dealer, or from 
Scott U.S.A., P.O. Box 187, Sun Valley, 
Idaho 83353.) 


The Scott cloth was another product that 
worked longer than we could test it in one 
day. Seems that the specialty folks’ stuff 
works better than any of the home 
remedies or any of the cheap super-

Suzuke is also a lot safer to ride; it 
doesn’t get evil in mid-air and 
come around sideways. The 
Suzuki is more comfortable than 
the KX 125, the rest of the competi- 
tion, since the Suzuki suspenders 
work when the Kaw's don't. 

АП those good initial impres- 
sions made the machine very 
popular. It got a lot of time on it 
while more expensive, supposedly 
heavy-duty machinery got ignored. 
And since the Great Yellow Dirt 
BIKE Garage was full, we let 
Heyberger store it for the duration. 
Now we've found out that he's 
been abusing it regularly in local 
races and telling everyone that 
he's sponsored by the Suzuki fac- 
tory since he's 125 novice cham- 
pion of Puerto Rico.

Starting's easy. Turn on the tap, 
push down the choke, and unhook 
the starter from the rubber band 
holding it out of the way. Like a 
big-time CZ or Maico, the Suzuki 
requires this homegrown mod; 
otherwise the kickstarter flops 
around when you're riding; very 
disconcerting. Anyway, one kick 
will do it. Hook the rubber around 
it again and pull back up on the 
choke. Warm it up. Do all this right 
before the start. Right before. The 
Suzuki suffers from a real drop in

horsepower when it heats up and 
you might as well take every ad- 
vantage vou can for the start. Let 
everybody else make their engines 
glow; vou cool it. 

One more thing before starting.

The cap works 
and any twist or pinch in the vent 
tube will make vou think you've 
run out of gas, gummed up the 
main jet, or lost the spark. It drove

Pomeroy's Grand Prix Pursang for a 
day. It's the open class bike that he 
rode in the United States GP. We 
intercepted it right before it got 
sent to Bul International in Virginia 
to be refurbished for this year’s 
Trans-AMA races. 

When we first saw it, we thought 
that maybe it was just the bike’s 
charisma, but this 360 Pursang 
looked bigger than any other we'd 
ever seen. Like a 110-percent scale 
model of a stocker. Then we step- 
ped up to it, and sure ‘nuff, it was 
bigger. At-least-it's. taller; tall 
enough that-picking-upa leg.to start 
ittakesa real effort for average-size 
folks. The big square gas tank that 
Pomeroy prefers also added to the 
suggestion of size. 

But-you-get-used to it, and once 
you smack it through and get it 
going;-you-can have your mechanic 
take away-the stepladder vou used 
to climb up. 

Stand on tiptoes and let the 
clutch lever slide out. There isn't 
much chance of stalling this 
machine; not with the torque the 
big Bultacos put out. On the way 
out of the pits you only have two 
worries: You feel like you mighttip 
over, and you wonder if the GP 
bike will go berserk and dump you 
off the back when vou finally do a 
wrist-twist. 

It won't. Жуа builds horses for 
you; piling-one-on-top of another 
until-it's-time-to. switch cogs-and 
start doing it again. Do not misin- 
terpret; it doesn't take as long to 
happen as it does to describe it. 

That day the bike was a little rich 
off the bottom, probably because it 
had been tuned for the Carlsbad 
GP, but it didn't matter.

They could 
probably attract more spectators 
that way. And I wouldn’t have to 
stick around all day. 

Think about it. It’s up to us to 
tell the promoters what we want. 
And go to the tracks that offer us 
more. 

Let's get seri- 
ous. After all, motocross is a very

method of selecting the American 
team that must have been derived 
from one of Jorge Luis Borges’ 
more fantastic pieces of fiction. 
Strange things continued through- 
out the qualifying rounds. For ex- 
ample, Mike Hannon showed up 
in llth place with two of the six 
rounds to go, but disappeared al- 
together when the final results 
were tabulated down to 64th place. 

And the final results were re- 
leased with a three-way tie for first 
place.

pedals in the reed valve, a 36mm 
Mikuni, 5mm cut off the piston 
skirt, a plastic tank, a slightly mod- 
ified pipe and a longer swingarm. 
Like anything Hodaka does to 
their racing bikes, all this info is 
available from them for free. 

Here's how to do it. 

There are two kinds of pedals 
available from Hodaka; one is 
black and the other is green. Use 
the green kind in the bottom of the 
reed manifold. For the top, use two 
GEM pedals; they have to be 12 — 
13 thousandths. Cut them like 
we've shown and install them in 
the top part of the valve.

What happens with this outfit is 
that there's more than enough low 
end. Now you add the big càrb and 
raise the gearing to 15 on the front 
and 58 on the rear, and you don't 
give anything away on the 
straights anymore. 

Taking a half-inch out of the 
headpipe helps too. No, the design- 
ers didn't make a mistake. The 
bike was done here completely, 
but somehow that half-inch got 
added to the specified dimensions 
when it came down to the produc- 
tion units. 

And while you're cutting the 
pipe up, take a look at the last sec- 
tion where the pipe joins the si- 
lencer. That squared-off section 
shown in the drawing would be 
better with a cone. Do it if you can.

lem that didn’t exist. 

At last you’re ready. 
everyone else. 

Off the line in first gear (re- 
member Heyberger’s on it and 
slowing it down) and find out that 
it is definitely not the fastest thing 
in its class. It’s been three months 
since a piston and ring replace- 
ment and the best starter-raping in 
the world still gets you into the 
first turn in about sixth place. 
There are fresher motors in the 
class; but then, there’s a whole 
bunch of slower ones, too. At least 
the TM has a good gearbox. You 
can clutch or not at will, and the 
ratios are spread decently; you 
aren't flailing at the lever. First 
gear is long enough to let you start 
with both feet on the ground and 
still have time to get everything 
sorted out and pointed straight be- 
fore making the change to second. 

That magic moment, that inde- 
finable transition between the start 
and the race is coming. Yes, the 
first corner. When the little Suzuki 
was brand new, there was one 
sure, fast way through that 
sweeper: Slide up, which was easy 
thanks to the shapes of the tank 
and seat; stick a foot out; screw it 
on; and lay it over as far as you can 
possibly want. Turns out that the 
tires on the bike are the best we've 
ever seen on one of these little 
125$ from Japan; the knobs prac- 
tice acupuncture on the track sur- 
face, seems. But the needles get 
dull. This causes pain. Six months 
later, you do not try that manner of 
sweeping. 

Instead, with both front and rear 
worn to chunking frazzles, the TM 
exhibits a large dose of what’s 
known in the trade as “front end 
watch-out." So, these days, you 
lean it over moderately and punch 
down a gear to compensate for tak- 
ing the inside line. You will also 
use the bars to chase the front 
wheel down the straight a pace or 
two. 


So is 


This uphill you’re doing at this 
point used to be a shift-all-the- 
way-up-to-fourth affair. Without a 
fresh upper end, you'd best play it 
safe and wind out third. You're giv- 
ing away footage to some of the 
other bikes, but you can make it up 
by bouncing off the wall up there 
when everyone else shuts down. 
There are certain compensations 
to be made for reliability. 


DECEMBER 1974 


Three months ago, this incline 
didn't instill fear until long into 
the race when the shocks went 
away. But after 90 davs of com- 
pressing and rebounding they 
went permanently. The holes here 
— all the right-angle lipped kind 
demand more suspension 
sophistication than mere mindless 
bouncing. When the Suzie spit 
Heyberger off during an AME 
race, he shattered the knee cups in 
his leathers and permanently 
numbed his left knee. The next 
day the stockers were replaced 
with long Telescos and 55-pound 
springs. No trouble since. 


Off the round-topped hill and 
down the other side. Like we said, 
no sweat about mid-air attitude 
changes, no long thoughts about 
body position. It's stable. 

Touch down and get on the 
brakes for this corner. Really get 
down. And since the Suzuki is not 
equipped with the finest in 
stop-motion/make-heat machines, 
you'd better make sure you go 
down two gears and let the motor 
work too. 

This is after a bit of sanding and 
matching the surfaces. It's just that 
the brakes aren't the best, even 
after bedding in. If you're going to

ing around the outside, the soft 
powder there slows you down. 

At last ... and entirely too soon 

. its here. The ground is level 
right up to it and then it disap- 
pears. Naturally you look down as 
you sail off. Notice how the course 
drops away at that incredible angle 
and then jogs off to the right. 
What? Right; you've got it. As 
you're going one way, it's going 
somewhere else and you begin to 
worry about how long you'll stay in 
the air.

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BITS AND PIECES 

The Suzuki's funny-looking 
muffler will fall off. When it does, 
the bike will not run right. Replace 
the unit with something a little 
more sturdy. By the way, we think 
that every manufacturer ought to 
design their pipes so that they 
must have mufflers; it removes a 
temptation. 

Saddle was comfortable. Physi- 
cal layout and bar/peg/whatever 
relationships offended no one. 

Oil injection on the Suzuki was 
everything you expect these days: 
It worked, a tank-full lasted a long 
time; it was hard to fill; and it was 
impossible to tell how much was 
in there. 

Brake pedal and lever had lots of 
nice adjustment. There's even a 
trick little gauge on the rear brake 
plate showing how much of the 
shoes are left; we figured it was 
redundant. 

Rumor has it that the TM-125 
breaks kickstarters and gears. Mil- 
lions of kids walked up to us and 
asked if the kickstarter had broken 
yet. Ours did, but nothing inside 
went, so it was a simple fix. 

Heyberger laid it down once and 
snapped off a peg. We took it to 
Mike Burke Specialties to get it 
welded back on. “Мо way," said 
Mike. Bad metal, he said and pro- 
ceeded to demonstrate by giving 
the other peg a rap with a hammer. 
It fell off too. No problem with the 
new ones. 

Spokes on the machine loosened 
at first and then did it again later. 
Nothing extreme, though. The 
bolts holding the rear sprocket on 
need looking after too. 

Both fenders are losing their 
paint after six months, but they're 
not broken. 

Little 10mm bolts hold the 
shocks on the bike. It's scary to 
think about, but they didn't back 
off or break, so we'd guess it's OK. 

There is one major gripe with 
the unit. The swingarm flexes. The 
folks that are really into racing the 
TM replace it with a spiffy acces- 
sory unit. 

The petcock is confusing. You'll 
find out what we mean the first 
time vou try to turn it off. 

If vou intend to use that little 
window in the side number plate 
to tell whether or not you need oil, 
you ll be better off choosing an oil 
by color than lubricating qualities. 

The clutch lives. Forever, ap- 
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parently. No amount of trail riding 
abuse we heaped on it could make 
it die. 

Motor mount bolts are soft. 

Oh, there’s a side cover over the 
countershaft sprocket. Remove it 


and stow it before it vibrates off 


and causes you some grief. 
That’s about it.

were keeping the money in the 
family, sort of. Anyway, the 
devices are metal cores wrapped in 
soft, rubber parts that anchor in 
your ear. We chose a couple of 
experimental animals and made 
them wear the plugs all day, more 
than was really necessary, but we 
wanted to see what would happen 
with a lot of use. 

First off, we found out that 
you have to stop shifting your 
bike by sound. With the earplugs 
you can still hear everything, but 
the volume is down and it fools 
you. You have to start shifting by 
speed sensations, not by engine 
noise level. It’s noticeable the first 
couple of times you ride, but the 
adjustment is rapid. In a half hour, 
you'll be shifting right again. 

Strangely enough, although the 
loud noises are attenuated greatly, 


normal noise — conversations and 
whatever — are still 
understandable. Lesser noises are 
quieter, but not in proportion to 
the loud stuff. 

Another hang-up we found was 
that you have to stick the earplugs 
in pretty far to keep your helmet 
from rubbing against them and 
moving them around in your ears. 
Bummer; it makes your ears sore. 

And we found one good side 
effect that’s probably more 
psychological than physical. 
Wearing the earplugs makes it 
easier to concentrate during a 
race. You don't hear people 
coming up alongside of you, so 
you don't turn to look and waste 
time. You don't worry about 
them. Usually this is to your 
benefit; you concentrate on your 
riding and not on the other guy. 
You make your corner right and 
he has to back off when you get 
to the apex. Neato. It really does 
help. 

After playing with these things 
for more than a month, we have 
to recommend wearing them, but 
take them out when you're away 
from the other bikes. No sense in 
turning your ears red. 

If you want the kind we have, 
they're from Lakewood Cycle, 
4800 Briar Road, Cleveland, Ohio 
44135, for $6.54. Check your 
local dealer, or go visit a good gun 
shop and see what they have. 

Seriously, protect your hearing 
now or you'll be sorry later. [e]

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VI-TECH Cont'd. from page 60 
inches of the bottom. The solvents 
that they recommend are: 
kerosene, Stoddard solvent, or 
Gunk. It's a good idea to use it only 
in a well ventilated area and not to 
use anything flammable. You can't 
get much accomplished if vou're 
passed out on the garage floor from 
the fumes. 

Now vou're set. Plug it in. Right 
away the dise will begin to turn, 
taking vour dirty chain along with 
it. As each link dips into the solvent 
it pivots, moves around and starts 
up again, taking some ofthe solvent 
with it. The solvent constantly 
drains down the chain and back 
into the bucket, where the dirt and 
grit settle to the bottom. The gentle 
hum ofthe Vitech produces a sooth- 
ing effect that has been known to 
cause wild pumas to fall fast asleep.

Our chain takes a dip into the special brew. 


They suggest that you leave the 
unit running for several hours, 
preferably overnight. 

After a period of several hours, 
our once-filthy chain emerged 
clean, clean and clean. Upon disas- 
sembly, we found no grit, dirt or 
gungo. “Well, what do vou know, 
this thing really works!” we ex- 
claimed. When the chain is ade- 
quately cleaned, remove the sol- 
vent container and letitcontinue to 
run till the remaining solvent 
evaporates. 

Not only does it thoroughly clean 
vour chain, butitwill help tolube it 
as well. Excess chain lube that runs 
off can be collected in a container 
and poured back onto the chain 
another time. Unplug the 
V.R.B.C.C. and let the chain drip a 
while. Wipe off the excess lube, 
and install the chain on vour scoot. 

Up to now this unit sounds like a 
little jewel. It's even UL approved.

that concerned them. 

It used to be a two-day affair, 
over 300 miles, but it was short- 
ened this year in response to the 
energy crisis. Also, the 300-miler 
required using three states and 
two national forests (Cherokee in 
'Tennessee and North Carolina and 
Jefferson in Virginia). From now 
on, there'll be no old-timers figur- 
ing that they know the run, be- 
cause the Cherokee National 
Forest will be used next year and 
then the Association will alternate 
each year from then on.

against the best. There are other 
motocross courses in the South 
that host the same riders in super 
competition, but Burnt Hickory 
alone can lay claim to having the 
best races, with the most fans, and 
top competition. As if in tribute to 
the quality of the course, top riders 
have been known to apologize for 
not being able to show at a particu- 
lar race due to engine or physical 
problems. 

Not only is the course superior, 
but those who run the track and 
many of the fans who attend here 
are motorcycle enthusiasts from 
way back. Several of the sponsors 
ride the course along with the rest 
of the competition to insure that 
everything is in top shape. Weeks 
of preparation go into each 
race (one per month, so as to have 
plenty of time for preparing the 
surface before each race day). 

А race need not necessarily be 
won at the starting line at Burnt 
Hickory, as is possible at so many 
Southern tracks. The course varies 
so much, and is so wide in many 
places, that a good rider has plenty 
of time and room during the stan- 
dard 15-minute moto to move up 
from a late 14th or 15th to a solid 
first or second. 

At one time many parents of 
amateur racers in Georgia com- 
plained that the course was too 
rough for the Sunday motocrosser, 
that its hills, dips and washboard 
dippity-dos were too much, and 
too dangerous; but it was soon 
realized that navigation at Burnt 
Hickory is dependent on the qual- 


ity, experience and expertise of 


the rider. The convincing argu- 
ment was that unless the local 
amateur rider was exposed to a 
professional-style course occa- 
sionally, he might never develop 
the talent that may be lying dor- 
mant within. While the parents ar- 
gued, the competitors continued to 
show up by the droves, and man- 
aged to put on a tremendous race 
each time the gate dropped. 

A date to ride Burnt Hickory 
makes the week before the way it 
should be for our motocrossers. 
Knowing that both the competition 
and the track will be in top shape, 
they do their best to make sure 
they and their mounts are also in 
the best shape. After all, only in 
Georgia can they "Do it in the 
clay"! ©

the tab of the shift lever. No more 
missed shifts — and one wrecked 
right-foot plastic boot each race! 
So we blew shifts when we rode 
always feeling guilty when we 
did it, too. But everyone was still 


moving rapidly, mostly because of 


that combination of long power- 
band and normal ratio box: Good 
power and a long time in gear 
makes for diminishing lap times. 
Now and then we'd actually get 
going fast enough to almost make 
the suspension feel good. 

Lets go backwards a bit to ex- 
plain that last statement. When. we 
first-rode-a.GP- Maico we-told you 
how-it didn't work right unless you 
went-fast.-Atthe-time-we thought it 
was the forward-mounted rear that 
made the difference. Not so. When 
we-rode-the-]im-Pomeroy Special 
and found out that it won't work for 
us, we realized that the super riders 
go-so-fast, they're on another 
plateau. To keep things working 
right at their speeds, the suspen- 
sion has got to be-harsh at slower 
speeds. Another blow to our egos. 

Enough of that; vou probably 
want to know how it goes around 
corners. Briefly — like no Bultaco 
you've ever ridden before. Your 
common, everyday, garden-variety 
Bul tracks like nothing else in the 
world; ask the desert aces. But the 
only way to bring one of those Pur- 
sangs through a flat corner was to 
clamber up the tank, stick a foot, 
and screw it on. Because Jim's Pur- 
sang has the forward-mounted Bil- 
steins-in-back and the two-inch- 
longer dampers in the front (for 
eight inches of travel), it turns like 
the front tire was wrapped in sticky 
tape. And it still tracks true down 
the straights and slides like a good 
Bul should. 

On the old-stvle bikes with the 
stock Pirellis, vou chopped the 
throttle in a corner and the spec- 
tators left the trackside quicker 
than they would exit a burning 
plastic portacan. With the GP, you 
could change vour mind, shut it 
down and pick a new line with the 
knowledge that vou're going to 
make it. As a matter of fact, since 
the Bultaco has so much steering 
lock and so much front end bite, 
you can turn shorter than vou want 
to if vou're not careful. 

What a combination that Bultaco 
was. Power and handling like ... 
well, like a Grand Prix Bultaco. @

The CR 125 that we rode in 
Baja was owned and set up by 
Dick Miller. Since there was no 
previous experience available on

Address what to do to set it up for Baja, 
City Dick relied on his previous five 
State Zip years’ experience down there. 


Briefly, the machine had the fol- 
lowing modifications: 19-inch DID 
front rim laced with heavier 
spokes, six-ply tires front and rear, 
4.00x18 Goodyear on the back, a 
Vesco plastic tank of approximate- 
ly four-gallon capacity, Curnutt 
shocks, ignition system from the 
MT125, and skid plate made by 
Fun And Fast (to protect the vul- 
nerable downswept exhaust pipe). 
Slightly higher rise handlebars were 
put on it (four-inch rise), and we 
added an inch more padding on 
the seat to help comfort my fat 
posterior. We replaced the rear 
fender with one of mine, and due 
to my screw-up, we ran the stock 
front fender. Circle Industries 
made a 36-tooth sprocket and K & 
N fixed us up with their trick air 
cleaner. We used stock wheel hubs 
front and rear, stock frame, engine 
and forks. The stock footrests 
worked real well. We were going 
to replace the Keihin carburetor 
with a 29mm Mikuni, but forgot 
to pick up a variety of needle 
jets, needle slides and pilot jets to 
insure correct jetting. The shortage 
of a variety of jets on the Keihin 
is why we were swapping to 
Mikuni. However, we wound up 
with not enough jets for either 
one. Fortunately, Billy Silverthorn 
pulled us out of the weeds by

having a main jet he had silver- 
soldered and redrilled. When Dick 
got done with the machine, it was 
set up quite similar to the type of 
machine that was described in the 
letter to Siochiro Honda (DIRT 
BIKE, November, 1973). Maybe 
now we can help convince Honda 
that's the way it should be on the 
MT’s. All in all, the bike worked 
really trick. Having a ready-to-ride 
Baja bike in the neighborhood of 
200 pounds made the rough wind- 
ing roads of Baja easy to negotiate 
and a lot of fun to ride. Would you 
believe kind of like a 1000-mile 
motocross? Of surprising perfor- 
mance was the MT ignition. The 
two lighting coils (apparently 
wound in series) provided us with 
a good, strong 12-volt, 100-watt 
quartz iodine light, and that's a- 
bout double to triple the lighting 
output of most 125s. It was very’ 
exciting being able to see where I 
was going at nighttime in Baja. 
Many of the other machines had 
just enough light so you can see 
what you are going to crash into 
(after it's too late). The thing that 
needs further improvement for this 
type of riding is a wider ratio six- 
speed gearbox to gear the machine 
properly for its 85 mph top end. 
Unfortunately, with this gearing on 
the stock gearbox it brought low 
gear up to around 30 mph, which, 
combined with the relatively nar- 
row powerband, made it necessary 
to frequently slip the clutch quite 
a bit. The Litton chain went the 
full 1000 miles without adjust- 
ment or lubrication. Will miracles 
never cease! It is common to have 
to adjust the chain every couple of 
hundred miles. An extra minute 
spent adjusting the chain in the 
pits takes a lot longer to make up 
on {һе race course. The mill ran 
just about as good at the end as it 
did at the start. 


PRACTICING A-TURNY 

My girl friend and I went to one 
of the recent Trans-AMA races to 
see the superstars in action. I had 
really tried to keep up her 
interest by telling her stories of 
the spectacular riding some of the 
international riders do. We were 
very disappointed in watching them 
go much slower in practice than 
many of the local riders. Some of 
them kept looking around like they 
didn't know where the racecourse

went. My girl friend and I felt un- 
impressed until after the start of 
the first International moto; then 
many of the “squids” turned into 
the superstars they’re supposed to 
be. It seems like a fast rider doesn’t 
always go fast on a racecourse. 
What’s happening?

You've got a keen eye to notice 
they're slow to start racing in 
practice. After the race, most spec- 
tators have forgotten that they 
ever went slow. But practice is 
just exactly that — not practice to 
improve your ability, but practice 
to figure out each and every turn, 
the best line, where the berms are, 
as well as making sure their scoot 
is set up right. 

Most of the less experienced 
“Yank” riders go “байв to the 
wall" from the start of practice to 
the end of the day and never get 
time to figure out some of the 
trick lines around the racecourse. 
It's a good thing for anyone to 
remember: the race isn't to im- 
prove your riding skills, but simply 
to demonstrate them to the best 
of your ability. That takes slow 
and careful examination of each 
turn, each jump, ditch and change 
in the course. At the end of prac- 
tice you should have every line 


well picked out on every corner 


and section so that during the race 
you can concentrate completely 
on the lines you've picked. 

Those guys think, and thinka 
lot, about every part of the race- 
course, in contrast to many juniors 
who just blast around it from 
start to finish (wherever their fin- 
ish may be.) ©
